As you speak with Fin Fin, play with him and feed him, he will soon learn to trust you and in turn 
communicate with you as well. Be patient. Sometimes, it may seem that Fin Fin is ignoring you or 
is not responding. This is because Fin Fin is A-Life and as such, he has his own will. Remember true 
friendship takes a long time, but getting to know Fin Fin and the world of Teo is an experience no 
other software can match!

Far away in another galaxy lies a planet much like Earth, called Teo. There are several things we 
know about Teo. Teo is related to Earth in that it has air, water, and life. It still remains a mystery 
as to whether or not there is human life on Teo, but we do know for certain that there is an 
abundant supply of other animals which we have observed. 


What do we currently Rnow about Teo? 


On Teo, time seems to pass the same as it does here on Earth. There are 24 hours in each day, 
365 days in one year, there is morning and night, and seasonal changes in the weather. Teo is 
a lush, beautiful world in which nature seems pure and clean. 


Turning your computer off does not mean that Teo stops existing. When you turn your computer 
back on, and run the Fin Fin on Teo program, the planet Teo will still be there.

Before running the installation program for Fin Fin on Teo:

Plug the microphone into the sound card in the port marked "Mic in." 


Place the microphone in the microphone holder, peel off the backing and stick to your monitor. 
For best results, the microphone should be attached to the lower right or left front hand side of 


your monitor. 
Run the installation program for Fin Fin on Teo. 


The Microphone Calibration test will start next. This test ensures that your input levels are high 
enough for Fin Fin to hear you, whilst also ensuring 


the levels are not too high. 


You need to speak normally and watch the needle. When 
you have the input adjusted correctly the needle should 
peak between "Just Right" and "Too Loud" with it being 
closer to "Just Right". When you clap your hands you 
should see the needle peak all the way to the right. 


6. To adjust the volume input levels simply click on the button labled "Adjust Microphone 


Volume." To adjust the input level, click and drag either up or down on the slider in the Micro- 
phone section of the Volume Control dialog box. If you do not see the Microphone option, simply 
follow these steps.

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8. The Teo Sound Recorder will then start. Click OK. 


9. The Sound Recorder allows you to record 
your voice to keys 6, 7, 8, 9, & 0. You can 
record anything from a simple "Hello" to 
"Goodnight". You have 2 seconds to record so 
keep it brief. After you have finished recording 
you can test the sound by pressing the play 
button which is the bottom button on the left 


with the triangle. 


To record your voice: 


e Press the number using your mouse, the button will be selected. 


e Press the Record button, which is the button with the red circle on it. It will record for 


2 seconds. 


e After you have finished press the play button to hear your recording. 

Keys W, 1, 2, 3, 4, & 5 are special and cannot be recorded over. The only Keys which can have 
sounds mapped to them are 6, 7, 8, 9, & 0. When you are satisfied with your custom sounds 
press "OK". 


NOTE: 


It is imperative that you use the microphone provided to talk with Fin Fin. Other microphones may 
not perform with Fin Fin, on Teo the Magic Planet™.

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¢  {f you talk to Fin Fin in a normal voice and there is no other surrounding noise 
(TV etc.), select "Medium". If you talk to him in a softer voice tone in a very quiet place, select 
"High". If you talk to him in a loud voice and there is a lot of background noise, 


select "Low". 


If Fin Fin looks startled by the sound of your voice, (when you use a normal voice tone), your 
voice is too loud for him. Please change the Microphone sensitivity to "Low" within the "Teo Set 
Up" mode. 

¢ If Fin Fin does not respond to you at all when you speak to him, Fin Fin might not be able to 
hear you very well. Please change the setting of the Microphone to "High" within "Teo Set Up" 


mode. 


How to use Fin Fin on Teo, the Magic Planet™ 


A) Getting around — 
Finding Fin Fin 
Once installation is completed, the Teo Map is 
displayed showing you three different locations 
on planet Teo where you can communicate with 
Fin Fin. 
Astone on the map screen represents each location. 
To locate Fin Fin look for his icon on the map. 


e Press Enter or the Up Arrow and you will travel to Fin Fin's current location. 


e Press Tab and you will move to the next location. 


The Amile Forest where Fin Fin lives, is on a plateau, from which the Perna region can be viewed. 

This is where Fin Fin spends most of his time. To Fin Fin, this is like his room, where he can relax. 

TIPS: 

© This is the best place to make friends with Fin Fin. Give him some Lemo Fruits and speak softly 
to him. When he comes as close as the nearest branch, that is a sign that he is becoming your 
friend. 


¢ There are many other animals on Teo besides Fin Fin. Some are friendly to Fin Fin and some are — 


not so friendly. You will see. 


The enchanting Tsubu Woods 


Watch Fin Fin as he knocks Tsubu nuts to the ground and then eats them. In these woods you'll see 
Fin Fin plays with other animlas. 


The Tsubu Woods is where Fin Fin takes 
his meals and relaxes. The main source 
of Fin Fin's diet, Tsubu nuts, is taken from 
the trees. The Tsubu nuts are golden in 
colour. 


TIPS: 

e This is where you'll observe Fin Fin in his natural environment. Here you cannot feed Fin Fin 
with the Lemo Fruits as you can in the Amile forest. If he has become your friend he will re- 
spond to your calls from here, although most of the time he is engrossed in his own activities. 


e You will see other Teo animals here, some of which Fin Fin does not get along with. Because of 
this fact Fin Fin will not stay for long periods of time and will not sleep in these woods. 
For extended visits with Fin Fin, call him from the Amile Forest. 


The Water hole of the Secret Inlet 


Fin Fin's secret, special place. 


The Secret Inlet is where Fin Fin goes to catch a fish or 
two, and when he want to be alone. Think of the Inlet as 
an observatory only. You cannot feed Fin Fin with Lemo 
Fruits here as you can in the Amile Forest. 


TIPS: 
Fin Fin does not like to be bothered here. He enjoys his privacy, so just watch. If you want to 
have extended visits with Fin Fin it is recommended that you call Fin Fin from the Amile Forest. 


e There are other animals here, keep your eyes open. 


There are other areas on the map with which we have not been able to set up contact points yet. 
But we hope to soon. They are: 


NEST Fin Fin's wife is here. Maybe soon we'll see a baby Fin Fin. 
WEST BANK We have observed other animals here, and Fin Fin likes to go fishing here. 
LEMOFOREST This is where Fin Fin can eat his favourite Lemo fruit. 


He also likes to play here. 


6) Determining Fin Fin’s Mood 


° By pressing "B" on the keyboard you will activate the BioScan. This helps you gauge how 
Fin Fin is feeling. Is he hungry, scared, or happy? 


¢ Read the meter. The farther right it is, the more extreme the reading is. For example if you are 
looking at the "Happiness" meter and it is all the way to the right that is good. It means Fin Fin 


is really happy. If you are looking at the "Fear" meter and it is all the way to the right, that is 


bad. It means Fin Fin is really scared. 


NOTE: 
When you begin, the BioScan is in the middle. 


e Press Tab to see the various BioScan data 


HAPPINESS © Measures how happy Fin Fin is. Higher is better 


FEAR ¢ Measures how scared Fin Fin is. Lower is better. If Fin Fin is 
scared, be nice to him. Talk to him in a quiet voice 


HUNGER e Measures how hungry Fin Fin is. Lower is better. 


THIRST © Measures how thirsty Fin Fin is. Lower is better. When Fin Fin | 
is thirsty he usually goes to the Secret Inlet for a drink Thirst 


FATIGUE ¢ Measures how physically tired Fin Fin is. Lower is better. Ry fo 
Fin Fin becomes tired when performing acrobatic flyings. Fatigue 


SLEEPINESS e Measures how sleepy Fin Fin is. Lower is better. If 
Fin Fin is sleepy let him go to sleep. Put yourself in Fin Fin's shoes 
would you want someone to talk to you if you were trying to sleep? 


TEMPERATURE ¢ Measures Fin Fin's Temperature. Middle is best. ez . | 
Fin Fin gets hot after doing acrobatics and when the weather is hot. Temperature 
He often goes to the Secret Inlet to take a quick swim to cool off. 


The last display is "Fin Fin is out of range". 


When you see this display it means Fin Fin is out of the range of the BioScan. You should look for 
him in one of the other locations on the Planet Teo. 


C) Communicating with Fin Fin 


Initially Fin Fin acts like a wild animal. He is usually watching you from somewhere even if he is not 
in sight. He might flip, soar, dive and spin through the air just to show off a little. Or he may 
suddenly appear out of nowhere and then disappear just as mysteriously. 


* You communicate with Fin Fin via the microphone. Make sure it is connected and working 


properly (see Installation Instructions). 


° Talking or singing to Fin Fin. Fin Fin has many songs depending on his mood and also the time 
of day. Talk very slowly and softly when you first meet Fin Fin, or sing him a soothing song. 
This will help him relax and become more at ease with you. Eventually he will begin to trust you. 
Remember, Fin Fin is used to living on his own, so having someone else close by each day is a 
new thing for him and he has to become used to it. Fin Fin is curious about us and will come 


out to see you. Just be patient, he wants to be friends, he's just shy. 


¢ Calling Fin Fin. Use the special Fin Fin whistle or press "W" to call Fin Fin when he is not on 
the screen. If you have the Microphone, blow softly into the whistle. Both will attract his atten- 
tion and he will come to you. This may not happen right away. Like many creatures, you have 
to teach him how to react to you. 


¢ Scaring Fin Fin. Just as with any new friend, if you yell or scream at Fin Fin, he'll fly away and 
hide. Therefor it is to speak slowly and softly with Fin Fin, especially at first. After he gets to 


know and trust you, he will start to come up to you, perform tricks for you and even sing for you. 
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¢ Ignoring Fin Fin. If you spend very little time trying to interact with Fin Fin, he will know. 


He may become sad and start ignoring you as well. Eventually, Fin Fin will start to warm up to 
you again, but your friendship will take much longer to develop. 


Feeding Fin Fin. Like all animals Fin Fin needs to eat. He finds Lemo Fruits and Tsubu nuts 
(and occasionally a fish) to eat, but you can gain his trust by feeding him Lemo Fruits. Lemo 
Fruits are berry-like plants that grow everywhere on the planet. You can feed him Lemo Fruits 
by pressing the Space Bar when you are in the Amile Forest. When Fin Fin is hungry he will 
probably eat as much as you give him, sometimes 3 or 4 Fruits at a time. Be careful not to 
overfeed him or he might become sick! If the Lemo Fruits become stale (after 90 days) you can 
open a new packet of Fruits by pressing the "0" Key when viewing the Teo Map. There are 
100 Lemo Fruits per pack. 


Fin Fin becomes sick. Sometimes if Fin Fin is kept awake and eats to much he can become 
sick. When this happens he changes to a grey colour and begins to feel poorly. When this 
happens it is a good idea to stop the communication for two days. When you visit him again he 
will be cured. Do not worry, Fin Fin won't die. 


Taking Pictures of Fin Fin. Like any friend, you want to capture your favourite moments. You can 
take a snapshot picture of Fin Fin by pressing the "S" KEY. The picture will be stored in the 


"SnapShot" folder just under the "Fin Fin on Teo" Folder. The file will be saved as the time the 
picture was taken. For example, if you took the picture on March 10, 1997 at 12:34:56 seconds, 
the file will be saved as "Teo19970310123456.bmp."

NOTE: 

Make sure you do not take too many pictures since each picture requires 900K we 
Be patient with Fin Fin. As with any friendship, becoming Fin Fins friend will take time and effort. ee. 
You will want to spend at least an hour a day talking to Fin Fin to get to know him. Do not give up if ee 


he does not respond immediately. Little by little, Fin Fin will learn to trust you, come when you want 
him to, sing you songs and perform acrobatic flying for you. There are many benefits of being 
Fin Fin’s true friend.

Q: Fin Fin keeps getting scared when he approaches me. What should | do? 

A: Run the Fin Fin microphone test again. If you ran the test while your room was quiet, he will 


become more sensitive to noise when he is not quiet. Run the test again with the same sort of 
noise in the background that would normally be going on in the room and he should be better. 


Q: He still gets scared, now what? 

A: Make sure the microphone is not too close to the speakers. Place your microphone on either 
side of your monitor. If your speakers are on the sides, place them behind the microphone. 
Make sure the speaker volume is not too loud or Fin Fin may scare himself. You could also try 
(sensor should be in front). 

Q: Can! communicate without the CD-ROM? 

A: No, to communicate with Teo, you must have the CD-ROM in the CD Drive. 

Q: Fin Fin's movement is becoming slower or sometimes his voice breaks. What can | do? 

A: Some other applications might be running at the same time which disturbs the communication 
status. There are a few things you can do to make sure Fin Fin runs smoothly. 

© Close all open programs and run only Fin Fin. 


¢ Shut down any screen savers you may have running in the background. 


© Shut down any other programs, which may be running in the background that does not 
appear in the task bar. (ie. Virus Protection, Norton for your eyes, etc.)
